4. About 7) per cent of the men in this brigaue are newly trained conscriptees. The 
brigade has three infentry regiments, one ‘special services" company, and four 
other unite. 


5. The infantry regiments have a atrangth of approximately 1,200 men ezch, Thesa 
mem ere all equipped with Jepanese type rifles. 


6. The "special services" company, which 1s also known as the Guard Unit, is composed 
entirely of former 6th Route Army troops and is divided inte four platoons. Mach 
Platoon ie divided into three squads. The company is ecaipped with two heavy 
machine guns, twelve light machine guns, and two grenade Lauachers, 


7. In addition to the equipmuent belonging to the “special services” company, the 
entire brigade has 24 light machine guns, 300 rounds of ammunition for each me- 
chine gun, four mortars, twelve grenade launchers » four telephones and 27 two- 
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The four vaits attached to the brigade are: 


a. lnstrugtion Unit: This unit ie under the command of LIN den-an AR A= AK, 
who ie condarrently cormander of the 1 Regiment of the brigade. There is a 
totel ef 102 soldiers in thin wilt, aij of whom have been specially selected 
for a tn month training courea in tha Instruction Unit. They wiil form tha 
basis of e staff department (?for the brigada) after the completion of the 
couse. ‘hile they ere students thay will be treated as non-commissioned 
officers, 


b. Ganbined dngineer-artiilery Unit: This unit is oomposed of two platoons of 
engineers and two platoons of ortillerymen. 


oe. Cenmrbeatséons Unit: Sach of the tno platoons of this unit has three squacs 
of twelve sien. 


d. Plain Clothes Unit: This unit is divided into three branch units. 
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an Independent 1. Urizade of the Syining Wilitary area has been formed under the 
command of TISN Chien King (@ ah ). The brigade is also known as the Re- 
organised kixed Datachment and is Tiade up of six infantry regiments, cach 
regiment. having a strength of approximately 1,000 soldiers. The 1, 4, and 6 
Regiments are composed solely of Korean Comunist troops. These reginents are 
statdoned near Wijung (130-42, 46-27).

On & November the 7 Detachment of the Suining hilitary area left its former station 
in the Nankang district of Chiamussu for Tunhua (128-14, 43-22). The detachment, 
has a atrength of approximately 4,' oops and is divided into three regiments. - 
It is coamented by Li Utara "4, (f a | >. The troops of this detachment are 
Koreans and ara wall ejuipoed with rifles and light machine guns. The unit hes 

no heavy weapons. 


Three reginents from the Hochiang Military Independent i Division were combined 
with two regiments from the Hochiang Garrison Brigade and two regiments from the 
Sujoin Pease Preservation Corps. ‘These seven infantry regiments left (?Chiam:ssu) 
for wutanshfang on 10, 11, 12 and 13 November. 


The four infantry regiments stationed in Chiamussy under the command of the 
Hochiang Provines Garrison Defense Unit have a total strength of approximately
